ON THE BOSPHOROS, 

Moving about os I have been doing fot 
the last six weeks, in Turkish and Russian 
waters, I have seen a good deal of the rival 
forces, and my conviction is that the hottest 
period of the war betwixt the Turks and 
Russians was hardly more disastrous to the 
men on both sides than has baon dinease 
and accident since it was agreed to coand 
fighting... Every second or third day brings 
ship-loads of invalids to Odessa, nearly all 
suffering from fever, One vessel arrived 
the other week with seven hundred men 
laid down with the fever, and in the few 
dayn’ passage, seventy-four deaths had 


}ocourred--a heavy rate of mortality even 


for fever patients. Tho English steamer 
Summatra, which, by the way, took ‘out 
‘a cargo of torpedoes from England to Malta, 
was on ber way: ftom Constantinople to 
Odesta with nearly two thousand Ruslan
